WASHINGTON (AP) — The g overnment slashed 
stock marg in req uirements Wednesday as continued de­ 
clines in American income and outp ut were rej)orted for 
December. 
Effective Thursday , the Federal Reserve Board an­ 
nounced, stock majket marg ins will be cut from 70 to 50 
p er cent. 
It was obviously a move aimed 
at help ing counteract the business 
recession and 
an 
accomp any ing 
decline of stock market values. 
A short time before the Reserve 
Board made its announcement, the 
Commerce 
Dep artment 
rep orted 
that p ersoiiial income fell in De­ 
cember to an annual rate of $342,- 
8 00,000,000, or 214 billion below the 
November rate. 
The marg in in stock trading is 
the minimum amount of cash that 
a stock buy er must furnish when 
p urchasing stocks (or selling them 
short) on major exchang es. The 
remainder of the cost may be bor­ 
rowed from brokers. 
The 70 p er cent marg in was

The 
rosolution ex fres.sed support for otlior groups 
seekin g a broad en ed ba.se but it wa.s n ot clear 
as to whether it favored an y type of un ited d rive 
or on e un ited behin d Its own particular scheme. 
This NSSBA scheme brin gs 
the total n umber of curren t 
proposals

the tax ba.se to three. The 
first proposal is the on e 
from an other ed ucatioh group, the Nebraska 
State Ed ucation Association This propo.sal seeks 
to amen d Uie Con stitution to elimin ate a clau.se 
therein which n ow makes it man d atory for the 
state to get out of the property tax field if a 
sales or in come tax is en acted .

Alread y piled up for the Coun cil to con ­ 
sid er are a n umber of persomiel items that 
c o u l d c o s t substan tial 
amoun ts of mon ey. On e es­ 
sen tial item wiU be ad d i­ 
tion al payroll ex pen ses for 
more iiremen . With a n ew 
fire station a certain ty, the facility will have 
to be man n ed an d this mean s more mon ey. Be­ 
fore the Coun cil right n ow is a request fruiu 
city employes for a 40-hour week. While theoret­ 
ically this would n ot cost an y ad d ition al amoun t, 
it is d oubtful if the chan ge could be mad e an d 
work out in practice at n o ex tra cost. An y 
ad d ed c» st here would make gen eral salary 
raises more of a prc^lem. Actually, tliere could 
probably n ot be both salary raises an d a 40-hour 
week. There is a choice here, it seems, for em­ 
ployes themselves as well as the Coun cil. 
★ 
And no t the least of Coun cil con cern s will be 
the matter o f Po lice Department perso nnel. 
There seems to be a lack of two thin gs within 
the Police Departmen t—ad equate salaries an d 
the rig ht sense o f loyalty. This d oes n ot mean 
that tho se who leav e the department are d is- 
ley al bat aalaries ato ne can aot be the on ly in­ 
ducement fo r B maa. Many ether areas o f city 
govern men t are in about the game pay ran ge 
as the PoUce Departmen t an d still d o n ot have 
the perso nnel turn over ex perien ced in the law- 
tBfo rcemebt agen cy. This, however, is no t so 
much a curren t Coun cil problem as are salaries 
fo r the po lice. 


Higher Salaries, 
Shorter Hoars 


In ad d ition to hard y agreemen t with practic­ 
ally everythin g he said , we sin cerely hope that 
he struck a respon sive chord with his aud ien ce. 
For if wiiat he had to tell this commun ity goes 
un heed ed or is brushed asid e as so much clap­ 
trap, there are un fortun ate an d wasteful years 
ahead for the commun ity as a whole. 
It will take guts to accept the word s from 
Lovelace an d turn them in to prod uction . To 
set up zmiin g laws an d stick to them take.s 
foresight an d a stron g will. But arc we n ot 
about prepared to d o this by n ow in view of 
the statemen t by Lovelace, an ex pert in his 
field , if you will pard on the u.se of that ex pres­ 
sion —that of all the zon in g chan ges mad e in the 
presen t law, 90 per cen t have been in the 
wron g d irection ? 
Are we n ot prepared to accept zon in g as the 
on ly hope left for protection of resid en tial areas 
again st busin ess an d in d ustrial en croachmen t in 
view of the statemen t by Lovelace that amon g 
all the coasid eration s of a poten tial n ew in ­ 
d ustrial d evelopmen t, good livin g con d ition s are 
of prime importan ce? Are we n ot prepared to 
ad mit that zon in g an d its resultin g econ omy 
of mun icipal services offer on e amon g a very 
few d eterren ts to the con stan tly risin g cost of 
govern men t? 
Even if 
are agaukst growth or thin k it 
n eed less, there is still a vital place for you in 
zon in g. It IS n ot ju.st a Uwl for the en ticemen t 
of imlustry but serves very practically as a 
protection of resid en tial areas as they n ow 
stan d an d main tain in g within them a good home 
en viron men t. It mean s gocx l cultural, recrea­ 
tion al, e<lucation al. church an d other facilitie.s. 
Zon in g mean s child ren playin g relatively free 
from the d an gers of fast-movin g traffic. 
It 
mean s a good place in which to live which 
hapj>en s to be both in cid en tal to, if you prefer 
to liKik at it m that way, an d coin cid en tal with 
iiolid in d u.strial growth. 
[.iOvelace mad e an other imtwrtan t poin t—in ­ 
d ustry will an d fully ex pects to pay its own 
way. Tricky tax ex emption laws such as en - 
actwl last year for in d u.stry by Nebraska’s 
Legislature are a waste of time an d mon ey. 
While that is n ow spilled milk for Lin coln , it 
con tin ues to sour an d should be good fix >d for 
future thought. 
The sermon on plan n in g has been preached 
here an d elsewhere for a lon g time an d by 
various people but it has failed to sin k in to 
d ate ill man y respects. There is n o guaran tee 
that it will be an y better off n ow but the facts 
are there an d the word s have been heard . They 
will either heed the word s or lose the harvest.

This 
has caused man y to leave their 
town s an d live elsewhere; there­ 
fore said settlemen ts

size an d often times d eteriorate. 
Nebraska on ce had several good - 
sized tow^n s, but n ow as a result, 
on ly foun d ation s of the man y build ­ 
in gs an d homes can be seen . 
Officials also poin t out that n ew' 
road surfaces have ten d ed to d rive 
man y away from rail tran sit.

By div isio ns, the West half is do ing better, with 
the fiv e members co mpiling a 13 -17 reco rd in o v erall 
co mpetitio n.

Un­ 
doubtedly, this stems mostly from the idea of “sport for sport’s 
sak e.” with little regard to mak ing money. 
Certainly, let’s k eep this idea, since high schools are now the 
only real stronghold of pure amateurism. But a little promotion 
would nev er hurt. 
For a conference such as the Big Ten, which considers Itself 
probably the best In Nebrask a, a publicist sending releases to major 
news outlets would be a tremendous asset. And certainly it would 
not be Impossible for high schools, particularly the bigger schools, to 
send week ly releases, prov iding “ inside" m aterial as much as pos­ 
sible, to the outlets. 
Almost ev ery high school has a typewriter, and probably a ditto 
machine or mimeograph. If necessary, there is almost always a 
student who wor.id be willing to handle the work . 
We’re all for promotion In high school. The idea that preps 
giKHUdn’t try and mak e some money off their athletic endeav ors, 
and shouldn’t try to obtain publicity, is old-fashioned and ridiculous. 
The two aspects don’t necessarily hav e to be a p art of “ profes- 
sionalLi» ia."

-Space-Age Security Budget- 
Ik e Oppose s 
Tax Inc re ase 
... He Would Prefer Red-Ink Spending 


WASHINGTON (INS) — President Eisenhower said 
Wednesday he prefers deficit spending to a tax boost if 
his space-age security budget calling for a record peace­ 
time outlay of nearly 74 billion dollars can’t be balanced. 
The chief executive told his news 
conference that if missile-domin­ 
ated government spending exceeds 
income, "it would be a bad time 
to raise taxes" and that the na­ 
tion’s economy should 
have 
"a 
¡needle, rather than a check rain 
on it." 


The President emphasized, how­ 
ever, that all his economic advis­ 
ers predict “ an upswing rather 
than a continuation of any down­ 
turn." 


Mr. Eisenhower met with news­ 
men for the first time since Oct. 
30. He gave every evidence of 
full recovery from the slight stroke 
he suffered Nov. 25. He looked 
and sounded hearty and vigorous 
and smilingly declared, “ I feel 
very well indeed." 
The President’s anger flashed 
when he was asked about reports 
that Dulles, in the face of “ in­ 
creasing criticism,” had offered to 
resign. 


He c l as s e d such reports as 
“ trash." 
Mr. Eisenhower added:

Fifteen-year-old 
Stanley 
R ay 
Brandon, charged with stabbing 
an 82-year-old woman last Oct. 
25th, Wednesday was committed 
to the 
Kearney 
Boys 
Training 
School for an indefinite period by 
Lancaster District J udge Hairy 
Ankeny. 
The youth had pleaded nolo con­ 
tendere (no contest) to a charge 
of “ assault with intent to wound 
or maim” on Dec. 19 th and had 
been found guilty. 
J udge Ankeny termed the stab­ 
bing “ a vicious crime" against 
a “ helpless old lady." He said 
he believes Stanley “ needs care 
. . . and protection against him­ 
self." The judge added, however, 
that a psychiatric examination of 
the youth at the Lincoln 
S t at e 
Hospital showed him to be men­ 
tally “ normal." 
‘Well-Mannered’ 
Nine adult friends of the boy and 
also his parenst, Mr. and Mrs. 
Howard Brandon of 3419 Cable, 
appeared in court and asked clem­ 
ency for the youth. They described 
him as 
a 
“ well-m a n n e . e d" 
and “ normal" boy but said he 
was sometimes “ moody." 
No clear-cut reason for his at­ 
tack on Mrs, Electa Moore, for­ 
merly of 2227 So. 34th, has been 
i found. The youth attacked her and 
.stabbed her eight times with a 
hunting knife while making col­ 
lections on his Lincoln J ournal 
newspaper route. 
Mrs. Moore is now convalescing 
at a rest home in Arapahoe, Neb., 
where she has relatives. She was 
hospitalized—and at first reported 
in critical condition—from

Howard Brandon, Stanley’s fath­ 
er, told J udge Ankeny that the 
only possible reason he has been
